EFFECT ON THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


Many Rumors in Circulation and His 
Trades Closed—Some Remarks Recalled. 
While Mr. Hutchinson’s eccentricity might 

account for asudden departure from the city, in 

all cases in the past. when he has coutemplated 
leaving his business for a day or two he has in- 
structed his brokers and protected his trades so 
‘that his credit should not suffer while he was 
away. This time his trades were not protected 
and were closed out after repeated but vain calls 
for margins. The result was a half panic in 
the grain markets here and in New York and 

a slump in the New York stock market. The

Tuesday afternoon re were all sorts of 

rumors about Mr. Hutchinson in circulation 

on the curb. It Was stated that he had been 
called heavily for margins that day and had 
failed to put up allof them. It was also 
stated that during the last few days he had 
been called pretty close by a good many of 
the houses, and that in some cases, instead of 
making the usual deposit at the bank, he sent 
around currency or a check for the required 
amount. As this procedure was unusual, it 
created talk, and the talk resulted in rumors 


ing to calls was the most noticeable fact, 


of ‘the traders: as simply one of his queer 
ideas, there were others who looked at it in a 
more serious way. 

No one was able to make anything out of 
the mass of talk that was floating around 
Tuesday, but considered that it might mean 
more than was apparent on the face of it. 
When he failed to show up yesterday morning 
the rumors increased in number and the half 
hour before the opening was spent in specu- 
lating as to just what the trouble was—whether 
it was mental or financial. Whichever it was 
it was responsible for a panicky feeling at the 
opening, for it was well known that he was on 
the long side of the market, and that in case 
his trades were ly closed out there 
would be a great deal-of wheat, corn, and oats 
to come out on the market. 

As it became certain that he was not in his 
office, and it was seen that his brokers were at 
sea, without matructions what to do, and with 
no authority to act on their own judgment, 
the calling for margins became general, and 
after waiting the prescribed time about all of 
the trades were closed out. This resulted in a 
quick break, but after it was over and the 
market had recovered its steadiness, the whole 
crowd practically gave itself up to wondering 
what had become of the veteran speculator. 

The pits were partly deserted and little knots 
of the members stood about the floor asking 
each other what they thought of the absence 
of the “old man, and speculating on whether 
he had gone out of town without notifying his 
friends, or had been stimulating too much 
and not recovéred from the effects of it in 
time to get upon tho floor.

Places—Games Found by “Tribune” Re- 
porters in Harry Varnell’s Saloon, No. 
98 Randalph Street, and Other Old Re- 
sorts—Pool Rooms Quiet. : 
Mayor Washburne’s order directed against 
gambling houses is not so well observed as a 
Presidential Thanksgiving proclamation. The 
cheerful and inspiring chck of the ivory, and 
also of the celluloid, is still to be heard on the 
west side of Clark sweet. The games are 
smaller and the chips higher priced. That’s 
the only difference between last night and a 
week ago. A mau of speculative tendencies 
may still „get action for his money. The 


‘choice of methods whereby money may be 


gained or lost—principally the latter—is simi- 
lar to the proverbial alternative of one Hob- 
son. If you do not care for faro you can play 
stud or nothing. . 

The sidewalks in front of The Store,“ No. 
176 Clark street, where Col. Mike McDonald 
earned his bread by the sweat of his dealers’ 


4 brows, also in front of Hankins’, “ The House 


of David,” and in fact all the places where the 
tiger has his lairs were crowded with men. 
They were. {ookouts, dealers, porters, the fall 
retinues of the various outfits, all temporarily 
doing business as cappers. They work on 
commissions, All the regular houses, with a 
few exceptions, are closed, but have a faro 
layout and a poker table in temporary quarters.

Prominent Men Interested in Establishing 
a Novel School in the South, 

Gatveston, Tex., April 29.— Articles of in- 
corporation have just been signed and trans- 
mitted to the Secretary of State setting forth 
the objects of a great enterprise. The name 
of the corporation is “The Pan-Amer- 
ican Education Promoting Association.“ Its 
aims as stated by the articles of inoorpora-

HE RECELVES A DISPATCH WHILE ON 
HIS WAY TO CHINA. _ 


Secretary Blaine Requests Him to Come 
Back to Washington—It Is Something 
of a Surprise to Him, as He Had His 
Credentials—He Takes the Matter Phil- 
osephically, but Is Non-Confmittal Re- 
garding His View of It. 


Ex- United States Senator Henry W. Blair, 
who arrived at the Auditorium yesterday 
morning en route to China, will return to 
Washington today. At 8 o’clock last night 
he received a dispatch from Secretary Blaine 
containing a request to that effect. 

Mr. Blair did not appear at all unpleasantly 
affected by the change in his plans, which 
was, however, something of a surprise to him. 

I have no information regarding this mat- 
ter beyond what is contained in Mr. 
Blaine’s dispatch,” he said shortly after 
its receipt. “I know about as little on the 
subject as any one you could find, I can say 
nothing, therefore, as to the rumor that the 
State Department has been notified by China 
that I am a persona non grata and that in 


Consequence I am to be sent toJapan or 
Persia.

As I have no official knowledge of the 
cause of my bemg requested to return to 

ashington I can, of course, say nothing 
about my future movements. Until 
one hour ago I was not aware 
that I was not to continue my 
journey to China, I have my credentials for 
the latter country and officially I do not know 
that I am not to go there still. There s 
no telling, you know, just how much 
of those Washington dispatches in the 
papers of this morning was the 
work of imaginative correspondents. Even if 
the Chinese Government has taken the action 
reported, it would certainly be improper for 
me to discuss its right to do so or the expedi- 
ency of the act, since so far as my official 
knowledge goes I am still the accredited Min- 
ister.

Minister Blair talked freely during the day 
and said he expected to be in San Francisco 
next Saturday and sail. for China shortly 
thereafter, He had intended going by way of 
the Grand Cafion of the Colorado and had se- 
cured his transportation.

The 
statement was handed him which recites that 
May 1 has been set aside by national labor 
bodies in this country and international or- 
ganizations in Europe for the discussion and 
agitation of the eight-hour working day, and 
then a list of speakers who would address the 
people in English, German, Bohemian, and 
Scandinavian at thé proposed mass-meeting. 

R. B. Hall has been selected as Chief 
Marshal for the labor parade. Twelve brass 
bande and nine drum corps have already re- 
ported for service in the parade. The pros- 
pect now is that not less than 25,000 working- 
men will march in the procession. 

A half-dozen laborers applied yesterday at 
Desplaines Street Police Station for redress 
against Clapp, Winston & Co., employment 
agents of No. 83 Canal street.

But there is 1 somewhere and it 
ought to bé exercised, for the proposed change 
should be made. The electricians know what 
they are talking about, and they must be al- 
lowed to have their own way. Had they been 
consulted at the outset so serious a blunder 
would not have been made. So if the archi- 
tect has no authority to modify the plans let 
the directors and the National Commission do 
it at once or the Exposition will be damaged. 

The electrical exhibit will be the most valu- 
able and attractive department of the World’s 
Fair, especially to the foreign visitors. Thig 
country leads the world in the application of 
electricity to the uses of life. Minor improve- 
ments have been made by other nations, but 
the United States has kept the lead steadily. 
The electrical display was one of the most in- 
teresting ones at the Paris Exposition, but had 
the American exhibits been withdrawn it 
would have been a small affair which would 
have had but few visitors. 

Since electricity is employed here for such 
an immense number of objects—for lighting, 
for power, for mining, for surgical and dental 
purposes, for talking, for recordmg sound, 
and for many scientific uses—it would be an 
unpardonabie blunder to scatter through 
three or four buildings what ought to be in 
one, not merely that the work of competing 
firms may be better observed but that the 
general effect may not be frittered away. it 
is no wonder that the great exhibiters like 
Edison protest against having some of their 
inventions in one place and some in another. 
They want all that they exhibit to be under 
one roof, and the visitors if they could be con- 
sulted would unite in the request. 

Those who are in authority should abandon 
this scatteration plan before the prepara tion 
of estimates and letting of contracts for 


‘buildings begin. It will never do to have the 


great feature of the Exposition whittled down 
in interest by reason of a faulty arrangement 
which can be avoided so easily. Prof. Barrett 
understands his business and the directors 
should give him a free hand. 


THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL JUG-HANDLED 
DEAL. 


That ordinance which is designed to enlarge 
the income of the Illinois Central and to de- 
prive the citizens generally of the four 
Lake-Front. blocks, the use of which has 
been and will be of the greatest benefit to 
them, and which is called therefore by its sup- 
porters a “compromise,” came up for con- 
sideration Tuesday before two legislative 
committees. — 

The longest speech in behalf of this revised 
and enlarged edition of the grab of 1869 was 
made by Mr. W. G. Ewing, a lawyer, who 
said among other things: 

Ihave come before you today representing a 
number of the private citizens of Chicago who are 
interested, as I am satisfied the population of 
Chicago generally is, in having adjusted im an 
amicable way if it canbe done the suits that are 
now pending growing out of litigation respecting 
what is known as the Lake-Front of Chicago. 

It 18 generally the custom of lawyers to 
state the names of the clients for whom they 
appear. Theonly exceptions are when the 
latter court privacy. It is certain that Mr. 
Ewing did not represent the citizens of Chi- 
cago in their collective capacity. The body 
which acts for them is the Mayor and City 
Council, and it has not commissioned Mr. 
Ewing to goto Springfield and talk to the 
Legislature as its mouthpiece in favor of the 
giving away scheme he advocated. Nor has 
the municipality given its assent to this al- 
leged compromise. Its continued refusal to 
act on it is an indication that it does not re- 
gard it as fair to the city. 

It looks very much as if one could count on 
one’s fingers the number of private citi- 
zens whom Mr. Ewing represents. It 1s 
probable that his chief client is one whose 
name he forgot to mention—the Illinois Cen- 
tral. A car belonging to that company car- 
ried him free of charge to Springfleld. His 
companions were the attorneys who are di- 
rectly or indirectly in its employ or men who 
think their houses would sell for more if they 
fronted on a park or a boulevard. 

Whatever fee, if any, Mr. Ewing may get 
will not come from the City of Chicago for 
representing its interests, And that explains 
why his arguinent, while professedly in behalf 
of the latter, was entirely in the interest of the 
former. That was why he slurred and skipped 
the vital points. That was why he had noth- 
ing to say about values uf the city real estate 
that was to be surrendered to the road. That 
was why he did not tell how the income of the 
road would be greatly increased by a 100 feet 
wider right of way and 55 acres more depot 
and freight grounds in the heart of the city. 
That was why he did not mention the use to 
which the public has been putting the Michi- 
gan avenue blocks which he proposed to give 
away. He had a great deal to say of con- 
flicting claims which would be settled,“ but 
not a word of public uses which would be sur- 
rendered. He talked persuasively of a 200- 
acre park the city was to get, but he 
did not mention the fact that it would 
be a thing of shreds, strips, and patches 
—narrow. strips. of land. He did not tell 
that the Illinois Central railway was to get 


"| fifty-five acres of land east of the four blocks 


and north of Adams for freight and depot and 
track grounds, worth mang millions of dollars. 
and which lands two able Federal Judges— 
Harlan and Blodgett, one of them a Justice of 
the Supreme Court—have decided that the 
Illinois Central has no legal claim to whatever. 
He neglected to explain to the legislative 
committees that the Illinois Central has no 
need of the four Michigan avenue blocks be- 
tween Randolph and Adams and can get along 
quite comfortably without them by the simple 
process of extending and widening Central 
avenue from River street to Adams, thus mak- 
inga new street east of the four blocks and 
fronting on them, and having the city extend 
Washington, Madison, Monroe, and Adams to 
this extended Center avenue. The Central 
will then be using for depots a part of the 
fifty-five acres which the “deal ” proposes to 
let it fill and occupy. 

He left untold all the things which ought to 
have been told. Having thus sought to betray 
‘the cause he pretended to represent, he went 
on to say:

deal of all such advantages and enjoyments 
on their own ground in the future if that 
“deal” is consummated. Hence it is evident 
that Mr. Ewing’s loyalty to clients, whose 
i to give, has made him a 
little disloyal to truth. 

The Illinois Central-might as well under- 
stand that it is wasting ite time. The money 
spent in feeing Jawyers to represent the citi- 
zens and in running special trains is thrown 
away. The City- of Chicago never will part 
with those four blocks, or sell its princely in- 
heritance for such a mess of pottage as the 
Illinois Central offers. Their value in money 
is four or five millions now. 
millions twenty years herice, It is not, how- 
ever, because of their money worth that the 


city will keep éhem, but because of their 


social, political, scientific, and esthetic value. 
When it is ready to surrender them to rail- 
roads or private individuals it will be ready to 
subdivide Lincoln Park into building lots and 
peddle them out. Chicago has in those four 
blocks what no other city in the country has, 
and it cannot be cheated or wheedled out of 
or evicted from them. 


THE BUYER OR BORROWER MUST PAY 
THE DUPLICATE TAX. 

Provably there are some farmers in the 
Legislature who believe - sincerely that a 
mortgage should be taxed as well as the 
property represented by that mortgage. If 
there are such they might amuse themselves 
oy working out this problem: 

A man owns and works a farm which will 
sell for $10,000. He makes a comfortable 
living off it. He pays taxes on whatever 
amount that farm may be listed at—$3,000, or 
$2,500, or $2,000. He gets tired of working the 
farm himself and he rents it to some younger 
man, who 1s to pay him yearly a fixed share 
of the produce—so much of the wheat, corn, 
hay, etc., and who isto pay the taxes. The 
owuer sells his share of the produce and lives 
off the proceeds. When the assessor comes 
around after such an arrangement has been 
made he does not find any more property than 
he did before, and he makes the same _ valua- 
tion of the land. The only difference is that 
the tenant pays the taxes instead of the land- 
lord. But the taxes come from the same 
source—the products of the farm. 

Supposing, however, the tenant gets tired of 
this way of doing business and offers to buy 
the farm, paying for it in twenty annual in- 
stallments, giving a mortgage for $10,000 on 
the land and takinga deedto the property. 
By this arrangement he pays the old owner, 
say, $600 a year interest and $500 on the prin- 
cipal. This $600 comes out of the farm just 
as the previous rent did. Really nothing 
has been changed in the state of affairs ex- 
cept on paper. But the minute this sale and 
mortgage are put on record these legislative 
farmers would insist that the new owner of 
the land should pay taxes on the farm he has 
bought and the old owner should pay on the 
farm he has sold—on the mortgage. But 
while the former would have the entire prod- 
uce of the farm less $600 to pay taxes with 
the latter would have only $600, or his share 
of the produce of the farm, to pay with. So 
the farm pays two sets of taxes, owing merely 
to the fact that the original owner -has made 
a deed and the new owner has given a mort- 
gage. Is that just? 

Some of the legislative farmers would favor 
making the man who held the mortgage pay 
all the taxes and the man who held the land 
pay none, But they ought to be able to see 
that in such a case the man who has the entire 
proceeds of the farm less $600 interest money 
would pay no taxes, while the man who got 
only that small share of the proceeds of the 
farm would be saddled with the whole tax. 
The practical working of such a law would be 
this: The owner before selling his land would 
charge enough additional interest to equal 
the taxes on the farm, and if the rate should 
exceed that permitted by law he would add the 
extra needed to the face of the notes given for 
the land, There is no way the wit of man can 
devise to compel the seller of property or the 
lender of capital to pay taxes on it after he 
has parted with it and it has passed into the 
possession of the buyer or borrower. It is 
very strange that legislative Solons cannot 
get this fact of all experience into their heads 
and alsg the solid common sense reason for it. 


DEMOCRATS AND FREE COINAGE. 

Tas Trarscuxe’s Washington correspondent 
recently reported that leading Democrats who 
had drifted into that city allege they expect 
Cleveland’s supporters in the East will not 
make more than a nominal resistance next 
winter to free-coinage legislation, and that the 
idea is to get the question out of politics in 
advance of the Presidential nomination. 
Whereupon the Little Rock (Ark.) Gazette im- 
proves the occasion to say that the Democratic 
organization now represents more than two- 
thirds of the voters of the country and that 
the party stands committed to tho free coin- 


age of silver, also that “‘the party stands with | 


the people.” It says no one questions that a 
free-coinage measure can pass through the 
House by more than a two-thirds majority, 
and that President Harrison will be com- 
pelled to sign or veto a free-silver bill.“ 
Undoubtedly many of the Democrats are 
talking that way now, but it is by no means 
certain they will force the issue. It may be 
found before next winter rolls round that the 
agitation of the question during the last few 
months has opened the eyes of a good many 
people to the enormity of the proposition and 
the evils that would follow its adoption—evils 
not to be borne by one party alone but by the 
whole Nation. It has been proved that the 
silverites were all wrong when they promised 
last summer that the passage of a law for the 
purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of silver per 
month would cause silver to advance to 
31.29 and keep it there. It has been discov- 
ered that the United States was unable by that 
measure to do more than assist the specula- 
tors m causing a temporary inflation, and 
that the market value of the metal has 
fallen back to about the level from which it 
started when that agitation began. It has 
been observed that the effect of such agitation 
was a stringency of the money market the 
very reverse of what the silverites expected, 
and that the market became an easy one again 
only when it was ascertained that there was 


no prospect of the measure being made into a 


law. A great many of those who a year ago 
were deceived by the specious arguments of 
the silver-mine owners are now well aware 
that they favored for the nonce what would 
have been a great calamity to them but for 
the sound conservatism of the others who re- 
fused to walk into the trap, and both sets of 
men are now too thankful they escaped it to 
be willig to risk the thing again.

CALLING ON CHICAGO FOR A “GRAND 
WATERWAY.” 

Among those who flocked to Springfield to 
oppose the proposed amendments to the Chi- 
cago Sanitary Drainage law was Mr. Means 
of Peru. He defined the position of his fel- 
low-objectors—viz. : : 


Our position in chis matter is simply this: We 
are opposed to any amendment which means the 
abandonment of the grand waterway scheme 
connecting the great lakes and the Mississippi 
River, and the substivition therefor of a mere 
drainage ditch for the accommodation of Chicago 
and the ruination of the valley towns. 


He might have been asked by members of 
the legislative committee to give them some 
specific facts on which he bases his objections. 

Mr. Means speaks of the ruination of the 
valley towns.“ What does he mean? What 
are the outward and visible signs of that ruin- 


ation? Peoria is one of those valley towns. 


Has it been rushing down to swift decay dur- 
ing the last ten or twenty years? Has the Chi- 
cago sewage which has been passing by there 
since the canal was opened blighted it? There 
was an impression that the last census showed 
it to have made great and gratifying progress. 
| Has Joliet been blotted out? As far as one 
can judge by its looks it seems to be on the 
high road to prosperity, The valley towns of 
La Salle County increased 10,000 during the 
last decade. Is that a sign of ruination? 
Those places between Chicago and Pekin have 
had more than their share of the prosperity 
which has fallen to the State at large. Mr. 
Means is à manufacturer in the valley. Has 
he been ruined or has he a thriving business? 
If he has been ruined by Chicago sewage let 
him tell the sympathetic members how. 

Some of the people in the Valley of the Des- 
plaines have been complaming that they were 
annoyed because Chicago sent them so 
much sewage and so little water. This city 
proposes to send more than six times as much 
water as it has been doing but no more sew- 
age. Thereupon the channel which it offers 
to cut is sneered at as a mere drainage 
ditch,”” which will add to the ruination of the 
valley.“ The Illmois and Michigan Canal has 
but asixthof the carrying capacity of the 
channel the Sanitary Trustees ask to be al- 
lowed to construct, If the latter is a mere 
drainage ditch,’”’ what is the former? If 
250,000 cubic feet of water a minute is not 
worth accepting how can 40,000 supplied by 
the canal be worth grumbling about? 

If this small dilution of 40,000 cubic feet has 
given Joliet a water power which is the basis 
of its prosperity and has kept the Illinois 
River from being as dry as a bone during the 
summer, a dilution of 250,000 cubic feet will 
add enormously to the wealth of Joliet, will give 
three or four feet more of water in the Illinois 
during the dry seagon, and will give to each of 
the towns along its banks abundant water 
power if it chooses to build adam and utilize 
it. Or do they expect this eity to build dams 
and manufactories for them? 

Means and his partners say: “ We do not 
want a mere drainage ditch,’ with a flow of 
250,000 cubic feet, but a grand waterway.’ 
But what good would an eighteen foot chan- 
nel between Willow Springs and Johetdo them 
if they had it? All they can expect in the 
way of navigation is auch an improvement in 
the Illinois as will enable boats now plying on 
the Mississippi between St. Louis and Keokuk, 
drawing not to exceed six feet of water, to 
navigate the Iilinois without difficulty. A 
greater depth of water in that river would be 
useless unless accompanied by deeper water 
in the Mississippi, and that the Federal Gov- 
ernment has not the money to furnish. 

| But even if there were six feet of water in 
the Illinois at all seasons, thatalone would not 
make Utica, Senecd, Peru, Marseilles, Ottawa, 
and Morris great commercial cities—inland 
Liverpools. The stream thus improved might 
be a possible competitor of the railroads, rare- 
ly an actual one. It might keep railroad rates 
from being too high during eight months of 
the year, but during the other four shippers 
would have to trust the regulative power of 
the State, which can exert itself as effectually 
in winter as in summer. There would be 
more boats on the Illinois than now, but they 
would do a mainly local business. They never 
would be serious competitors of the railroads, 
which can carry passengers and all kinds of 
freight at high rates of speed all the yea? 
round, while the boats could get only certain 
kinds of heavy freight where quick delivery 
was not an object. 

One thing is very certain, that those “ kick- 
ers in the valley towns will get a considera- 
ble navigation in the Illinois river in a short 
time if they allow the act to be amended so 
that it will become practicable; but so long 
as they continue to defeat all amendments to 
render the act practicable they will see noth- 
ing more like their grand waterway scheme 
than the Chicago canal pumps can produce.

Foratime it was 
confined to epithets, which only ceased when 
the billingsgate resources of the language were 
exhausted, and now they have begun with pic- 
tures, which are so much to the point that the 
contest threatens to assume a personal char- 
acter.

This squabbling over circulation is as profit- 
less as it is dangerous. Each of these papers 
claims the biggest circulation and derides the 
schemes of the other to increase it. Mean- 
while the subscribers are satisfied with each. 
St. Louis is too old a city for such 
petty editorial squabbling. As the center of 
population moves westward it has placed the 
Bridge City near the hub, It should have. 
brought with it that high degree of culture, that 
delicacy of feeling, that high-toned style of 
mutual intercourse, and that fastidiousness of 
etiquette which characterize localities at the 
center, like Chicago, instead of that 
offensive grossness which is apt to 
distinguish remote frontier localities. They 
should reflect only sweetness and light and no 
longer comport themselves after the atrocious 
cowboy manner of the Arizona Kicker or the 
Dead Men’s Gulch Herald. Let them study 
the Chicago papers and imitate them lest they 
find themselves ejected from good society, 
and that speedily. 


THE NEW AUSTRALIAN CONSTITUTION. 

United Australia promises to be one of the 
great eventa of the present year. At the re- 
cent federation convention, which assembled 
at Sydney March 2, all the colonies were rep- 
resented—viz.: New South Wales, Victoria, 
Queensland, South Australia, Tasmania, New 
Zealand, and Western Australia. The draft 
of the new constit has been adopted by 
them and doubtless will be accepted by the 
various colonial Legislatures, after which it 
must be ratified by the Imperial Council of 
Great Britain before it will become the su- 
preme law of the federation, 

The new constitution is closely modeled 
after our own. The Parliament will consist 
of a Senate and House of Representatives 
elected by the various States, as they here- 
after will be called. The Senate will consist 
of eight members from each State, elected 
like ours by the Legislatures for six years, 
half of them retirmg every three years. The 
House will be organized on the basis of one 
member for every 30,000 inhabitants, the 
minimum number from any State being four, 
and they will be elected every three years. 
Upon this basis the Senate will consist of 56 
members and the House of about 120, though 
this apportionment may be increased by the 
new census. The Parliament has larger pow- 


ers than our Congress. It has jurisdiction 


over divorce and marriage legislation, can 
charter and regulate corporations, and has 
complete control of immigration, naturaliza- 
tion, and qualificataons for suffrage, as well as 
of inter-State trade, taxation, customs, bank- 
ruptcy, patents, currency, etc. It can settle 
matters referred to it by separate States. All 
laws for the levying of taxes and appropria- 
tion of money must originate in the Lower 
House, and, while they may be accepted or 
rejected by the Senate, they cannot be amend- 
ed by that body. No general money bills can 
be tacked on to appropriation bills, and laws; 
dealing with taxation are confined to taxation. 
All inter-State tariffs are abolished, but the 
question of tariff or free trade for the fed- 
eration is left for the new Parliament to 
settle. Treasury surpluses, should they occur, 
will be divided among the States according to 
the ratio of taxes paid by them. 

The executive power will be vested in the 
Governor-General as now, representing the 
Queen, acting under the advice of a council 
of seven ministers, the goveriiment holding 
office so long as it can control a parliamentary 
majority in the House, He is Commander-in- 
Chief of the army and navy, and will also ex- 
ercise the veto power. The judiciary depart- 
ment will consist of a Federal Supreme Court, 
a Chief Justice and four associates, which will 
receive appeals from the Supreme Court of 
the States and which will be a court of final 
resort so far as all Australian affairs are con- 
cerned. The only appeal that can be made to 
the Queen is where imperial interests are in 
issue. 

The constitution. an be amended by the 
vote of the majority of the Senate and House, 
but it must be ratified by 4 majority of con- 
ventions chosen from the electors in each 
State, and then becomes a law, subject to the 
disallowance of the Queen. No amendment 
diminishing the representation of a Stute can 
become a law, however, without the sanction 
of the convention of such State. Such are the 
main provisions of this interesting document, 
which, if adopted, as it is very certain to be, 
will become the fundamental law of the new 
Commonwealth of Australia. Under the 
terms of this constitution Australia will be a 
republic in ‘all save name, for the connection 
between Australia and the mother country is 
only one of sentiment, and thinner even thaa- 
that which binds Canada: Much time and 
thought have been given to it, and apparently 
the new nation will start out upon a solid, 
substantial, and comprehensive basis. 


POPULATION OF GERMANY. 

The statistics of the German census taken 
last December have been published, and Ger- 
many regards the outcome with general satis- 
faction, for, with the exception of Russia, it has 
grown faster than any other European country. 
The total population last December was 49, 
420,800, as against 46,885,704 in 1885, showing 
a gain of 2,565,096 in the five years, and the 
largest gain in any five years since the estab- 
lishment of the empire. In 1871 the popula- 
tion was 41,085,792, In the next five years it 
increased 1,668,568. From 1875 to 1880 the 
gain was 2,506,701, but from 1880 to 1885 it de- 
creased to 1,621,643—a period during which 
emigration to this country was véry heavy. 
As to the charactor of the inercase, the same 
rule holds good as in this country. The bulk 
of it was in the cities. Ten per cent of it was 
in Berlin and more than one-half of it in the 
ten largest cities of the empire. As compared 
with other European countries, Germany in 
the last ten years has grown about 4,200,000, 
Austria less than 8,000,000, the British Islands, 
it is estimated, about 8,600,000, Italy about 
2,750,000, and France less than 1,000,000— 
probably much tess. The huge Empire of 
Russia shows a gain during the same period of 
nearly 15,000,000, which can be accounted for 
in part by the comparatively small outflow of 
emigrants. Thus, with the exception of the 
latter country, Germany heads the list,
